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PREFACE 


In  192U  Mr.  Edgar  Hobart  gave  to  the  California 
Genealogical  Society  this  manuscript  of  the  Hobart 
family  history.  Although  much  of  it  is  copied  from 
published  town  and  family  histories,  few  references 
were  included  in  the  manuscript;  therefore  the 
bibliography  on  page  317  is  no  doubt  incomplete. 

One  line  found  in  Lincoln’s  History  of  Hingham 
and  omitted,  probably  inadvertantly,  from  the 
manuscript,  and  a  few  lines  found  in  family 
histories  published  after  192k,  have  been 
included.  Much  of  the  biographical  material  has 
been  omitted.  It  may  be  found  in  the  manuscript, 
to  which  references  are  given  on  pages  Ull-i|13, 
or  in  the  published  town  histories  from  which 
it  was  copied. 

Mr.  Hobart  included  pedigrees  and  single  lines 
of  descent  of  many  of  the  persons  who  married 
into  the  Hobart  family.  These,  again  largely 
from  published  sources,  have  been  alphabetical ly 
arranged  in  an  appendix,  and  reference  to  them 
is  indicated  in  the  text  by  the  use  of  an 
asterisk  (■»«■). 
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HOBART  GENEALOGY 


1.  EDMUND1-  HOBART  was  born  in  Hingham,  Norfolk,  England,  about  l£?0  and 
died  in  Hingham,  Mass.,  8  March  161*6 .  He  married  first  6  Sept.  1600, 

Margaret  Dewey;  and  secondly,  in  Charlestown,  Mass.,  10  Oct.  163I*,  Mrs.  Sarah 
Lyford  who  died  23  June  161*9,  the  widow  of  Rev.  John  lyford,  an  Episcopal 
minister  banished  from  Plymouth  Colony  in  1621*.  In  March  1633,  in  his 
sixtieth  year,  he  with  his  wife  and  their  three  children,  Rebecca,  Sarah 
and  Joshua,  and  their  Servant  Philip  Gibbs,  embarked  for  America,  landing  at 
Charlestown  the  following  May. 

He  became  a  member  of  the  Congregational  church  in  Charlestown  19  Aug. 

1633  >  and  a  freeman  1*  March  163 1*,  He  was  on  the  grand  jury  for  the  year 
beginning  19  Sept.  1637,  and  was  appointed  commissioner  to  try  anmn  cases 
6  Sept.  1638,  22  May  1639,  and  2  June  161*1.  He  was  appointed  by  the  General 
Court  16  June  1639,  as  a  member  of  the  committee  to  levy  a  tax  of  L  1000  on 
the  twelve  towns  then  organized,  and  was  a  representative  to  the  General 
Court  from  1639  to  161*2 •  He  was  one  of  the  first  to  draw  house  lots,  18  Sept. 
1635,  his  being  No.  17  on  Tower  (North)  Street,  and  at  about  the  same  time 
No.  18  and  No.  19  were  granted  to  two  of  his  sons.

He  resided  in  Windham,  England,  until  1633,  when  he  and  his  wife 
departed  for  America,  arriving  in  Charlestown  two  or  three  months 
after  his  father.  In  1635  he  removed  to  Hingham,  and  on  15  Sept.  l635> 
drew  a  house  lot  on  Tower  (North)  Street.  Other  lots  for  planting 
purposes  were  granted  him  at  subsequent  dates.  He  was  a  constable  in 
1672  and  a  weaver  by  trade.  His  will  was  dated  25  June  168U,  and 
proved  23  March  1685/6.

Because  of  his  early  activities  in  England  which  identified  him 
with  the  Puritans,  he  was  subjected  to  the  usual  persecutions.  He 
therefore  determined  to  remove  to  America,  and  with  his  wife  and  four 
children,  embarked  in  April  1635,  arriving  in  Charlestown  8  June  1635. 
He  was  a  minister  fifty-two  years,  ei^it  in  England  and  forty-four  in 
Massachusetts.  His  will  dated  four  days  before  his  death  names  his 
wife  and  fourteen  living  children.  Five  of  his  sons  were  graduated 
from  Harvard,  four  becoming  ministers. 

The  following  deed  is  to  be  found  in  the  records: 

•'Peter  Hubbard  of  Hingham  granted  unto  Thomas  Hubbard  of 
Hingham  ten  acres  land  between  the  lands  of  Clement  Bate  and 
Thomas  Gill  lying  on  a  pleasant  hill$  also  twenty  acres  of 
land  wch  fyve  Acres  meddow  thereto  adjoining  lying  at  the 
west  end  of  broad  cove  meddows;  also  one  great  Lot  containing 
thirty  Acres  uppon  the  lot  of  Tho:  lorings  lott.  All  wch  was 
granted  by  a  deed  of  sale  dated  20  (9)  161+7,  and  acknowledged 
before  Mr.  Bellin^iam  2l+  (1)  161+8  witness  Bpyoone  Allen.

The  tunnel  was  walled  on  the  sides  and  covered  with  large  flat  stones 
The  width  at  the  bottom  was  five  feet  and  at  the  top,  four  feet;  and 
the  height  was  from  five  to  six  feet.  A  canal  one  mile  long  was  dug 
which  conveyed  the  water  to  the  tunnel  and  by  means  of  it  two  streams 
were  united  to  enlarge  a  mill  privilege.  The  inhabitants  agreed  to 
allow  him  to  take  three  quarts  of  corn  as  toll  for  grinding  a  bushel 
instead  of  two  as  provided  by  law.  This  monopoly  was  continued  for 
over  twenty  years  until  his  son  Col.  Aaron  Hobart  relinquished  it  at 
the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War.

He  owned  and  operated  a  saw  mill  in  Abington,  where  he  sawed  the 
planks  for  the  frigate  "Constitution,"  which  were  carted  to  Boston, 
a  two  days'  journey,  three  of  them  making  a  load.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  town  meeting  10  March  1770,  which 
drew  up  a  set  of  resolutions  later  referred  to  in  the  Boston  Gazette 
as  the  "Noble  Resolves," 

He  was  the  first  person  to  cast  bells,  cannon  and  shot  in  this 
country.  About  1769  he  employed  a  deserter  from  the  British  arny,  a 
bell  founder  by  the  name  of  Gillmore,  and  advertised  in  a  Boston 
paper.  In  1775  and  1776  he  contracted  with  the  State  to  make  cannon 
and  shot,  (Mass,  Arch,,  19h:l52-3  and  195:250-1,)  Later  the  concern 
was  disposed  of  to  the  State  under  the  care  of  Col,  Hugh  Orr  and 
removed  to  Bridgewater,  When  he  gave  up  his  business,  he  sent  one 
of  his  sons  to  Boston  with  a  blacksmith  and  taught  Paul  Revere  to 
mold  and  cast  the  first  bell  which  he  made. 

In  1792  he  purchased  17,696  acres  of  land  in  what  was  then  called 
Plantation  No.  10  (now  Edmunds,  Maine)  for  L  2187  (Mass.  Arch., 

Eastern  Lands,  Deeds,  etc,,  lrUU5 • )  Here  he  erected  saw  mills  and 
a  grist  mill  and  located  his  sons  Isaac  and  Nathaniel  there,  naming 
the  settlement  Edmunds  after  his  emigrant  ancestor.
